Lee, H. N. Harker and W. E. Vodrey, 
were named as an arbitration com­ 
mittee to act in conjunction with the 
Brotherhood committee, consisting of 
President Hughes, 
Secretary 
Duffy 
^nd Statistician James Miles. 
At a meeting held Monday night 
this action was ratified by the organi­ 
sation and a charter applied for. 
It 
was the sense of all the potters that 
rhey hang together on the uniform 
wage 
scale and cooperate with the 
Brotherhood in enforcing it. and in 
order that this might be done success­ 
fully the following resolutions 
were 
adopted:

Mrs. Holt left Sebring 
and went

stated that he worked out so vigorous 
a sermon that his badly frightened 
flock at once 
hurried forward the 
contribution for the 
ensuing 
year. 
Just now there is a clamorous cry of 
“good 
times." 
everybody’s 
having 
them and having them bad, but like 
the measles and the chicken pox they 
wont prove fatal and even if epidemic 
they wont last. 
Don't get frightened 
at the niisadaptation of the text. Pros­ 
perity moves in cycles of greater or 
less extent and periods of compara­ 
tive dullness always ensue. We must 
move forward as well as backwards. 
Try as you will you can’t crawfish 
your way to progress. The retrospec­ 
tive is generally retrograde. We know 
lots of cases of men whose continual 
attitude toward all original and pro­ 
gressive thinking is like the rumina­ 
tions of pork, chiefly concerned with 
the probable contents of the trough. 
As we wish to be non political with­ 
out specializing or drifting into a the­ 
sis on any well frayed side issue we 
may as well say that many 
good 


things well grouped together will not 
constitute political push. 
The brain 
of the ordinary editorial writer evolves 
about all that the practical politician 
knows anyhow. 
It is about time he 
opened school somewhere else. 
Let 
us talk potatoes, cabbage, turnips and 
what not. but let us never forget the 
“goslin." Our darkey brother struck 
sonorously the keynote of a great 
idea. 
It is swelling dominantly over 
the 
trembling scale of a new pean, 
hut don’t let 
these supremely good 
times convict you to the belief that 
the elephant seal is a defunct animal 
or that the ideas of Darwin, Spencer 
and McGroarty are better than the 
current good sense of fairly easy go­ 
ing men.

W a s h in g t o n , May 22.— The United 
Etateh supreme court decided the Ken­ 
tucky governorship casa in favor of 
Governor 
Beckham, 
dismissing the 
writ of error from the Kentucky court 
of appeals. 
The opinion was handed 
down by Chief Justice Fuller, and a 
* vigorous dissenting opinion was deliv­ 
ered by Justice Harlan. 
Justices Brew­ 
er. Brown and McKenna also dissented 
from portions of the opinion. 
Chief Justice Fuller, in the opiniou 
handed eown, said the court should be 
the last to overstep the bounds lim iting 
its own jurisdiction, and that the de­ 
termination of cases of this character, 
contests for state office, m ast necessarily 
l»e settled by the political branch of the 
government. 
That branch had acted iii 
the Kentucky case when the general 
hu m b ly took jurisdiction. 
There was 
no appeal from the assembly’s decision, 
winch was favorable to Goebel aud 
Beckham, except to the tribunal of the 
people, which tribunal, the chief justice 
said. was always iu session. 
He also 
said the ca.-e was purely a state case— 
that Kentucky was iii the full possession 
of its faculties as a member of the 
union, and that there was no emergency 
at this time calling for interference.
